One key point emphasized in the final 
Economics Research Associates (ERA) market¬ 
ing strategy report is self-help. The facts they 
report and the analysis they make strongly 
suggest we have to make the revitalization pro¬ 
cess work. The state isn’t going to do it. The 
Feds aren’t going to do it. Outside develop¬ 
ers aren’t going to do it. It’s up to us. .At a 
minimum, it is up to us to get positive 
things happening so somebody outside has a 
reason to become involved. 

Starting at home is the theme of ER.\’s 
fourth property and business improvement in¬ 
centive program: "niche marketing” outreach to 
Sierra Madre residents. 

ER.A suggests city residents purchasing acti¬ 
vity (of ta.xable goods) was roughly $900 per 
'person in 1988. Using accepted marketing theory 
and some complex math, they suggest the per 
capita taxable retail sales should have been 
$1470 in 1988. If Sierra Madreans can be called 
typical consumers, that estimate suggests they 
spent at least $564 outside the community. 


Several other factors may have affected 
consumer spending which contributes to the ap¬ 
parent loss of local sales. They include ‘‘loss 
of purchasing power as Sierra Madre residents 
age, commitment of more disposable income to 
the higher costs of housing; change in family 
and resident spending patterns as more children 
attend private schools and as young persons 
leave home, or all of the above.” While loss of 
sales to outside commercial centers is felt to be 
the primary factor involved, it’s most realistic 
to say all of the above are involved. 

Niche marketing means different things to 
different people, and sometimes to the same 
people. Residents in small towns usually have a 
strong attachment to the community, that’s true 
in Sierra Madre. If goods and services are avail¬ 
able in their downtown, many will go out of 
their way to ‘‘buy locally.” Downtown’s mar¬ 
keting niche — priority consumer group target — 
is the local resident. 

But, residents aren’t just residents. When 
they are making spending decisions they trans¬ 
fer into a “consumer.” .As a consumer, they 
are interested in such things as selection, 
convenience, service and price. Emotional attach¬ 
ment to community continues, but it often 
moves down the decision making priority list 
in importance. That is the real world of re¬ 
tail sales. 

Niche marketing in Sierra Madre has at 
least two dimensions. Our ability to address 
them is in reverse order to their importance, 
at least that’s mv thought. Next week I’ll 
look at the two dimensions and how they 
affect our revitalization effort.

All of December there was one book on my 
mind to share with child-centered families and 
relatives. I don’t know why all of a sudden I 
felt this book was important. It is not a new 
book. It has been several years now since my 
college professor of “Methods of Teaching 
Reading” called our attention to it as one of the 
truly special books for children. But, in Decem¬ 
ber, a friend of mine, who takes care of her 
three young grandchildren, had a birthday and 
I thought, "I’ll buy her a copy of ’The 
\ elveteen Rabit.’ ” Then, it was Christmas and 
I have three young nephews and I thought 
“V\ hat they need is ‘The Yelvcteen Rabbit.’ ” 

Now, I know Nintendo games and videos 
ot “Batman” are what’s really "cool” right 
now, so I compromised ... I bought the 
video of “The Velveteen Rabbit” and then the 
book, just in case they might want to hear 
the story the old-fashioned way. 

“The Velveteen Rabbit” was written b\ 
Margery Williams, probably in the early 19(X)s, 
when her own children were “at an age when 
toys meant a great deal to them.” It is about 
a rabbit, stuffed with sawdust, made of velveteen, 
and his desire to become real. Different edi- 
ions (there are many) have different illustra¬ 
tors, and all of them have added to the charm 
and personality of the story. 

Maybe it has become a classic because it is 
written simply with an understanding of 
childrens’ tender feelings and concerns. Life for 
them is filled with mysteries, wonders and “nur¬ 
sery magic.” Adults identify with its faith that 
"you're not getting (.iust) older, you’re getting 
real." 

“Real isn't how you’re made," said the 
Skin Horse. "It's a thing that happens to you. 
When a child loves you a long, long time, not 
just to play with, but really lovc' you, then you 
become real ... It doesn’t happen all at once, 
you become. It takes a long time.” 

Maybe December was filled with thoughts 
of "The Velveteen Rabbit.” so that in Jan¬ 
uary I would remember that the love of child¬ 
ren and the grace of time is what helps us 
to become real. May nursery magic happen to 
vou in 1990.

1 think 1 was 10 
when I fell in love with 


Shakespeare. It was 
the 19J5 movie of Max 
Reinhardt’s “A Mid¬ 
summer Night’s Dream” 
that did it. It was all 
my dreams of fairyland 
come true. (It won an 
Oscar for cinemato¬ 
graphy. the only one 
ever won on a write-in.) 
It convinced me that 
somewhere in all that 
language there was ma¬ 
gic, and if you could un¬ 
wind the spell you 
could find it. Ten years 
later, the language no 
longer mysterious, 1 fell 
in love with I aurence 


Olivier in the wonderful 
"Henry V.” 

A glowing tapestry of 
a movie, visually magni¬ 
ficent, with some of the 
greatest pep talks ever 
spoken, and the world’s 
most amusing love 
scene. .As usually 
happens, the script was 
cut a bit (a hit!) for more 
succinct modern tastes, 
and left out some sub¬ 
plots and digressions, 
leaving the picture of a 
historical but almost 
incredible hero to cheer 
the war-weary British 
populace. 


So it was with some 
trepidation that I went 
to see a new “Henry 
V,” directed by and 
starring Kenneth Branagh, 
a young Irishman 
who left the Royal Shakes¬ 
peare Company because 
it was too cumbersome 
and started his own 
Renaissance Theatre 
Company which is open¬ 
ing in the Mark Taper 
lorum in January. 1 
doubt if I will ever 
fall in love with Branagh. 
I'm older, after all, 
and he isn’t the physical 
specimen that Olivier 
was. But his Henry is 
probably more relevant 
to today’s state of 
mind than Olivier’s gor¬ 
geous poster. His round 
Irish face, faintly remini¬ 
scent of Jimmy Cagney, 
can smile with great 
charm, can terrify 
with fury, can exhort 
wiih energy, but these 


things seem to be put on 
by a clever and worthy, 
but not naturally heroic, 
man to fill the role fate 
has assigned him. War is 
a dirty business, and 
“Henry V” has a lot to 
say about war, and the 
trappings of medieval 
warfare do not hide the 
fact that while we can 
kill people on a grander 
scale these days, for the 
individual things haven’t 
changed much. 

Well, I enjoyed the 
movie, and I look to en¬ 
joy the versions of “A 
Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” and “King 
Lear” that are coming 
to the Mark Taper. 
Branagh, having gotten 
our attention, is concen¬ 
trating on directing, and 
playing only minor 
roles. This is certainly a 
name to watch in the new 
generation of Shakes- 
perians.

Coupons — I don’t 
like them, which inspired 
me to look into them as 
an industry only to find 
that one could easily do 
a Masters or Doctoral 
thesis on the subject. 
However, since 1 am do¬ 
ing neither, pcrliaps I 
could share with you 
.some of the tacts, trends 
and statistics th;ti I roniid 
in my brief investigation. 

There were 250 billioti 
coupons pntitcd in the 
U.S. last year. Onlv 
2.9 percent were 
redeemed. 1 his pcrcen 
tage is greatly itifluenced 
by the coupons issued 
for new products. 
That is to say, most cou¬ 
pons issued oti established 
products were redeemed 
and those issued for 
the new products were 
not, brittging the 
average down, lor the 
sake of atgumetit, this 
tact can be determined: 
the manufacturer and re¬ 
tailer know that an aver¬ 
age ot 97.1 percent of 


us will not use the cou- 
fK'ti, making 87.1 percent 
of the couponable items 
understandably very 
profitable. 

In the U.S. last year, 
$1.5 billion was spent 
on the distribution of 
coupons. The l.S.I. 
(free Standing Inserts) 
tourul in the papers 
cotntnand a $7 per thoit- 
sand distribution fee. 

Knowittg that tnost of 
these coupotts will go 
to waste, a ttew coticcpt 
of coupotiitig is taking 
place and is being tested 
all over the United 
Slates. It’s called “I'lec- 
ironic Coupons,” 

There are a couple of 
approaches to the 
subject. One — the cus- 
lornei is targeted at the 
checkout by his or 
her purchases. For exam¬ 
ple, if a pailicular brand 
ot dog food, soap, or 
cereal, etc. is purchased, 
a coupon is immediately 
issued for another 
type. I wo - customers 
ate solicited to sign up 
for a program in which 


they are identified at 
checkout time by the 
scanning of their I.D. 
card carrying their bar 
code. 

Points are accumulated 
by the purchase of par¬ 
ticipating manufac- 
turers’ products. 
Then a monthly state¬ 
ment is prepared and 
mailed and a quarterly 
check issued to the 
participant. F h i s 
concept of couponing 
costs $90 per thousand 
distributed because it 
boasts no waste or at 
least very little 
waste. 

Wouldn’t it be nice 
it they just lowered the 
prices? Well, since 
that isn’t likely to 
happen, keep smiling 
while you’re cutting your 
way to financial solvency. 
If you don’t like cou¬ 
pons but still must rely 
on them, perhaps 
a silent protest is in or¬ 
der. May I suggest cut¬ 
ting them out with a 
pinking shears?

with steepness of natural slopes as a factor in per¬ 
mitted buildings, Coalition members feel they will 
have no choice but to undertake the initiative, 
which would be timed for inclusion in the Novem¬ 
ber statewide ballot, according to Chilton. 

This, however, would leave a “window of op¬ 
portunity for hillside development, under whatever 
regulations the council sees fit to adopt in the new 
ordinance, or under the current R-l-15 (one house 
per 15,0(X) square feet of land) zoning should the 
council fail to adopt an ordinance before the mora¬ 
torium expires in March. 

Randall Taylor, chairman of the Sierra Madre 
Mountain Conservancy Commitee, stated that the 
Martins’ new application does not increase the com¬ 
mittee’s sense of urgency, since the feeling has been 
present all along. 

Conservancy Authority to meet here Jan. 6 

The Conservancy Committee will be meeting 
with the state Mountains Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Authority in Sierra Madre on Saturday, Jan. 6, 
at which time the committee will conduct a tour 
of the hillsides. 

Several different avenues are being explored 
currently regarding funding for the conservancy and 
one of the most promising is a possible Los Angeles 
County Beaches, Wildlife and Parkland Conservation 
Bond Act, currently under study, which will be 
placed on the November ballot if approved by the 
County Board of Supervisors.

as part of the list of specific projects, funding for 
purchase of hillside property to be included in a 
conservancy would be a real possibility in the not- 
too-distant future, Taylor said. 

In the meantime, both the Planning Commission 
and the City Council are coming under increasing 
pressure from hillside property owners opposing 
what they claim are proposals which are tanta¬ 
mount to confiscation of their land. 

Heflin cautions council 

At the Dec. 21 Planning Commission meeting 
Michael Heflin referred to the proposed ordinance 
as “seizing property,” and stated that it would “discrim¬ 
inate and disallow building. 

“ You will be doing battle with us over this 
issue,” he stated. 

Other owners of large parcels also voiced op¬ 
position, including Ted Willis, whose family owns 
approximately 100 acres; John Bowman, with some 
13 acres, and Mark Steres, attorney representing the 
Lawson Martins in their three-acre two-lot proposal. 

The Passionist Fathers have also voiced oppo¬ 
sition to the proposals. 

The owners of the hillsides, which everyone 
else wants to preserve, might be willing to sell their 
land to a con.servancy, but have been almost 
unanimous in expressing strong aversion to what one 
termed “taking the value of the land,” without pay¬ 
ing for it. They are backing their aversion with legal 
counsel and threats of litigation over what they feel 
is a matter of constitutionally sanctioned property 
rights.

Cahlevision promises to provide 
adequate community access 


17, Hastings 


A new agreement between Cablevision and Sierra 
Madre Group W Foundation, according to Presi¬ 
dent Bob Matheson, promises to provide “very 
exciting” possibilities for community public access, 
beginning in February. 

The Foundation, also known as Telarts, and 
Cablevision have worked out a cooperative venture 
between Sierra Madre, Cablevision and the Pasadena 
Community Access Corporation (PCAC) to over 
come the lack of provision by Cablevision of a public 
access program and facilities, as specified in its 
contract. 

“The 15-month pilot program will offer entry 
level classes in TV production for Sierra Madreans 
at no charge, and arrange for advanced training at 
nominal cost,” stated Matheson. 

“F’eople interested in video will be able to learn 
how to use PCAC equipment and then borrow re¬ 
mote cameras and take them on location. They will 
also have the use of the PCAC studio and the pro¬ 
grams they produce will be aired not only in Sierra 
Madre, but also in Pasadena, providing more cover¬ 
age,” he said. 

PCAC will be providing equipment, coor¬ 
dination, management and tie-in with Pasadena 
City College. 

Funding will come jointly from Cablevision and 
Telarts which has accumulated a surplus of some 
$15,000 during the last several years when no public 
access has been available. 

The only coverage of community events provided 


by Cablvevision has been in government access — 
coverage of City Council and Planning Commis¬ 
sion meetings. 

“We will be able to cover such activities as the 
recent Tree Lighting Ceremony, construction of the 
Rose Float, Fourth of July Parade and community 
Events sponsored by various organizations and 
groups. The Search & Rescue Team has already 
expressed an interest in producing a program, both 
utilizing the studio facility and in the field, on 
rescue work,” Matheson said. 

The pilot program, which will run for 15 months, 
will provide opportunities also for productions 
by musical and theatrical groups such as the Sierra 
Madre Playhouse. 

The program will be reviewed at the end of each 
three-month period and a “go” or “no go” deci¬ 
sion will take place at the end of a year, after 
evaluation of community interest and participation. 
The pilot program will end in May of 1991 and 
Telarts will recommend long-term action to the 
City Council. 

This could range from a recommendation to 
discontinue the public access provisions in the Fran¬ 
chise Agreement, due to lack of interest, to a per¬ 
manent arrangement with PCAC and/or facilities 
to be located in Sierra Madre. 

Matheson stated that PCAC will make avail¬ 
able “a lot more information” regarding the pro¬ 
gram and its opportunities in February.

Nation must face sick spouse dilemma 


By Michael C. Mitchell 

California is in the 
forefront of a number of 
areas regarding new legis- 
lalion which is creative 
and resolving of serious 
problems facing senior 
citizens. Among these, 
the California legisla¬ 
ture enacted a procedure 
under the Welfare and 
Institutions Code 
which applies to situa¬ 
tions in which one of 
an elderly married 
couple has become ser¬ 
iously ill and likely to 
become convalescent. 
A number of situations 
have existed in the 
past where the catastro¬ 
phic illness of the ill 
spouse drags the well 
spouse down financially, 


psychologically and 
otherwise. 

Since 1984, California 
has had a scheme which 
allowed the ill spouse to 
transfer his or her 
entire interest in the 
family residence to the 
well spouse, and the 
division of “all other” 
assets. The result (and 
intended result) was that 
the ill spouse would then 
only have to use up their 
half of “all other” 
assets before qualifying 
for MediCal assistance. 
This would in turn 
prevent the well spouse 
from becoming pauper¬ 
ized before the ill 
spouse would qualify 
for MediCal coverage. 

One of the more ob¬ 


scure provisions of the 
Medicare Catastro¬ 
phic Coverage Act of 1988 
would virtually eliminate 
this procedure under 
California law. The 
reason is that it pro¬ 
vides that the well spouse 
in this situation could 
not have more than 
$60,000 nf “other 
assets.” Other assets 
could include a residence, 
and everyone knows 
that $60,(X)0 will not 
purchase a good 
garage in California 
nowadays. 

Most people are seek¬ 
ing repeal of the Cata- 
stropic Coverage Act be¬ 
cause of the surtax it im¬ 
poses on taxpayers over 


65. The situation which I 
have described is perhaps 
a more dire situation be¬ 
cause of the fact that it 
undoes the purpose be¬ 
hind the Welfare and In¬ 
stitutions Code statutory 
scheme. It now appears 
that the potential repeal 
of the Act in September 
may have been dropped. 

I have been informed 
that it did not address 
repeal of the offending 
sections regarding prop¬ 
erty division agreements, 
in any event. 

If you agree that these 
piovisions should be re¬ 
pealed, as well, I suggest 
correspondence to your 
representatives in Con¬ 
gress.
